One grows tired of practical jokes, by whjch 
cleaning-boards, the works of apes or children, or 
random collections of scrap iron, are foisted on 
art .galleries.

I believe that 
the best of the abstract painters art? sensitive 
people who have found a fcay to catch the spirit 
of the age—an age of science, of doubts and emo¬

Capital Punishment 

HPHE sentence of death passed In It must strike many peof 
1 Sudbury on a 14-year-old boy dbly that such a law Is In i 


convicted of murder has provoked 
emotional outbursts In many parts 
of the country. People are aghast at 
the thought that a mere child can 
under Canadian law be sentenced to 
hang. It is an appalling thought, 
even though the possibility of this 
boy being executed is so remote that 
it may be eliminated. Following the 
praetke of commutation by cabinet 
decree, it is a near certainty that he 

r ill be spared the gallows 

This case serve** to bring into 
sharp focus the objectionable fea¬ 
tures of ihe law with respect to capi¬ 
tal punishment. The boy In Sudbury 
waa sentenced to hang because it was 
the Judge's duty to do so. there be¬ 
ing no alternative in the Criminal 
Code. 


It must strike many people for¬ 
cibly that such a law Is in need of 
revision; and there has been assur¬ 
ance from Prime Minister Dieferv- 
bukef's government that an amend¬ 
ing bill will be introduced this 
a-asion. 

The expectation is that the bill 
to be brought down will establish 
degrees of murder, with capital pun¬ 
ishment retained for the more brutal 
types but abolished for others, such 
as unpremeditated killings where the 
provocation is great. 

It is also predicted that the bill 
rill IrrJude a minimum age -per¬ 
haps IS years—for the impo sition of 
the death penalty. This since the 
Sudbury case has won support, be¬ 
cause If It were the law today the 
boy now awaiting his fate would not 
have been sentenced to death.

Violas Are Fussy 


By M. V. COBNUT. KRHS 

One question I am liked"occasion 
ally la to explain the difference be- ~ 
tween a viola and a pa nay. In appear¬ 
ance. the principle difference la the. 
freedom from line* or rays In the 
face of the viola, although some of 
the newer rarletlee of pansy are un¬ 
marked loo. A much more basic dif¬ 
ference la the fket that the pansy 
la an annual or a biennial plant, while 
me viola Is a true perennial. 

It Isn’t often, though', that the 
viola has a chance to |perform as a 
peieoalal flower It la easy enough 
to have lots of these dainty flower* 
an long as you are prepared to look 
upon them as annUaJa. replacing 
them every year. But for the more 
permament positions In border* and 
rock gardens, the growing of a long- 
lasting colony of violas Is a real chal¬ 
lenge to the gardener’s skill. 

* * * 

The difficulty her* lies In the 
viola’s moisture demands. The plant 
likes plenty of water throughout th* 
summer and must never he allowed 
to become thirsty. But even a thirsty 
man can drown and the vtola; with all 
Its Tove of summer moisture. Is s fre¬ 
quent drowning casualty In winter. 
The slightest suspicion of puddle* or 


standing water over the viols site will 
finish them off. Our normal weather 
pattern dry In summer, wet In 
winter—is 100 per cent wrong for 
this plant. 

Tor violas to perform as peren¬ 
nials. the ideal situation Is on* In 
serai-shade, with well drained aoll 
which stays reasonably dry In winter 
yet which remains cool and moist 
all summer. And if you can arrange 
such an Impossible combination In 
your garden, your thumbs must be 
green clear up to the elbow 

The trick here is to effect a com¬ 
promise Either the plants must hr 
frown !n a sunny position, with spe¬ 
cial efforts 10 alleviate the dry eondi 
tkms during the summer mniiTTii.'or' 
—Iltey must he grown In a moist ait* 
and given some drainage assistance 
through th# winter. • 

* > # * 

A pprtlally shaded site la beat for 
violas hut her*, of course, thq plant 
la Inclined to rot In winter. The heat 
way to overcome this la to grow It 
on a raised bed. using a mixture of 
■ leatmould and rather gritty Mil. If 
this bed can be given a bit of a slope, 
It will attend to Ita own drainage of 
surface wafer, while the roots will 
penetrate Into the wet subsoil only 
as far si they can with safety. 


On. a dry-site wham the plants 
would winter safely, the trick Is to 
w'oTi plenty .of molsture-retentiv# 
material Into th* soil and to keep the 
roots shaded. You can plant them a 
bit cloaer than normally, an that no 
aoll is exposed, or you tan Insulate 
the soil surface with a mutch of 
some kind. If you can provide some 
subsurface moisture In- this way, 
violas can take th* full blaxe of the 
midsummer sun.

Half roiled com pool or leaves put' 
Utessigh a one-inch sieve make a 
grand mulch for violas, or you can 
us* peat mo«i* or one of the new 
Inoculated peat* such as rertl-Mulch.

■tons to th* mulch, both for Ita lime 
content and for Ita gritty texture If 
you have only a few plants some bits 
•I flat flagstones or a sprinkle of 
limestone chip* over th* root* will 
Keep them cool and moist. 

I have often foand seUaown 
violas springing up In the chink* of 
rraty paving and these have per¬ 
formed tar better than thoee In 
formal beds. 1 Imagine this Is because 
the root* revel In the cool moisture 
Under the stones, while the good 
drainage under the path prevented 
the drowning of the plants In winter.
